{s 8o complete that It is almost suffl
clent ground for the prosecution of the
persones Involved.

Every day brings additional evi
dence of missing collateral pladged
for loans in the Eoterprise Natlonw
bank and in many instances it 1s be
leved these gecurities have bean re
hypotheented. When sovernl poersont
ealled to pay their loans, Receiver
Cunningham found that the eollatera
which should have been attached te
the notes was migsing and the borrow
ers refusged to pay the notes unless the
collateral was returned.
